On page 3, paragraph 4 of the response, Applicant argues: 
"Braunsdorf does not disclose or suggest that the existence or presence of a microcode module in the print file is indicated by a bit pattern 
in the file header. Braunsdorf discloses that the header of a print job file defines where in the file each section starts and ends. In other 
words, Braunsdorf does not disclose or suggest how the file processing entity knows that it should look for the data section, which is 
accomplished by the bit pattern in the file header portion of the print job file of claim 38." 

However, the plain language of the claim recites: "presence of a microcode module in said print job file is indicated by a bit pattern in 
said file header portion of said print job file." As admitted by Applicant, Braunsdorf discloses a header that defines where in the file each 
section starts and ends. In essence, Braunsdorf teaches that the "presence" of an optional preview image is "indicated" by the header. 
Without Braunsdorf s header, it would be extremely difficult to find the preview image since there would be no indication of its presence. 
Braunsdorf uses a header to indicate the presence of a preview image and where to find it. It is noted that the plain language of the claim 
does not call for a header that provides an indication regarding the "existence," or more particularly the lack of existence, of a data portion. 
The claim merely calls for the indication of its presence. Braunsdorf s header provides a clear indication that a file section is present at a 
certain location. Therefore, Applicant's argument is not persuasive. 
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
